One house, one mouse and 
two dim-witted brothers 
make for lotsa laughs in 
Mouse Hunt. Say cheese! 


Eeeek! 

There’s a mouse in the house! And he’s 
not leaving, much to the dismay of Ernie 
and Lars Smuntz. In Mouse Hunt, the 
Smuntz brothers have inherited a run¬ 
down house—actually worth millions—but 
they can’t sell it until they get rid of the 
mightpmouse. It’s the battle of the 
decade—man versus mouse—for the 
rights to the house. 

Risking life and limb, we visited the 
wrecked set of Mouse Hunt—the first 
movie to use live, trained mice—to find 
out how one little mouse could cause so 
much trouble. 

Nathan Lane (voice of Timon 
in The Lion King! plays Ernie, 
Smuntz brother No. 1. 

Have you ever been faced with a 
rebellious houseguest, like this 
mouse, in real life?

We 
have enough for an entire 
mouse film, and we even 
have mouse extras. The 
mice have been very 
nice, and very good about 
what they have to do.” 


How do the trainers make 
the mouse perform? 

“If the mouse has to run 
somewhere, the animal 
trainers use a hair dryer 
to propel him out of his 
box.

SHOE. A fake passport. “I picked up our 
shoes from the cobbler.

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ay what?! Your special contact has 
Ojust handed you a message with a 
bunch of letters that make no sense at 
all. Duh—that’s because it's written in 
secret code! 

Cryptography—that’s the scientific 
term for codes and ciphers—has been 
around at least 2,000 years. (The name 
comes from two Greek words: kryptos 
means “hidden" and graphein means “to 
write.”) The Roman general Julius Caesar 
invented a secret code called the Caesar 
Cipher. He replaced each letter of the 
alphabet with the third letter after it, so 
that a=d, b=e, c=f...you get the idea. 

To use this code, first write out the 
alphabet. Then below it, write out the 
alphabet again, only shifted a few 
spaces. (You can use any number of 
spaces you want.) For example, the 
words “enemy agent” read HQHPB 
DJHQW when written in Caesar Cipher. 
Now test your spy skill by decoding the 



message at the top of this story. Then 
see if you are able to decode the 
secret tip running along the bottom of 
pages 44-49. 

With 26 letters and 10 numbers, you 
can create all kinds of codes and 
combinations. But remember, it’s the 
electronic age: Computers can now crack

Zigzag Writing 

It’s just like it sounds—the first letter up, the 
second letter down, the third letter up, etc....So, to 
decode DSEAVNUE-INYDETRS, you would write the 
first part (before the hyphen) on one line and the 
second part (after the hyphen) underneath it, shifted 
slightly to the right. Then you would connect the 
letters with your pen. Try this now. 


Open Code 

This kind of code doesn’t look like a code at all—it 
seems like an ordinary message.
